SUBJECT : REVISED FIREARM PURCHASE LETTER-APPROVAL AND 
DISSEMINATION PROTOCOL FOR ON DUTY OR OFF-DUTY 
DEPARTMENT APPROVED HANDGUNS 


The purpose of this Notice is to provide Department sworn personnel the revised protocol for the 
submittal and approval of the Firearm Purchase Letter (10-day wait exemption), as delineated in 
Department Manual Section Volume 3/610.19. An upcoming Special Order will reflect the 
revised protocol. 


The California Department of Justice (DOJ) will no longer accept 10-day waiver letters approved 
by commanding officers. As per California Penal Code Section 27658(b) (1), the DOJ will only 
accept Firearm Purchase Letters approved by the Department’s head of the agency or Chief of 
Police (COP). 

PROTOCOL : 

Department sworn personnel must complete the revised Firearm Purchase Letter with the 
purchaser’s name, rank and serial number. In addition, the firearm information must be listed in 
the appropriate area. 

Once completed, the Firearm Purchase Letter must be submitted as a hard copy or via e-mail to 
the Area Commanding Officers (CO) or Acting CO of the applicant’s division for review and 
approval. Upon review and approval, the Area CO will e-mail the Firearm Purchase Letter to the 
Secretary of the Office of Administrative Services (Carrie Firestone, Serial Number V9947). 

The application will then be reviewed and approved by the Director, Office of Administrative 
Services. Finally, the letter will be approved by the COP and returned to the applicant.
